GREAT MATCH BETWEEN MEADOWCROFT AND ACTON. 


On Saturday last about 2,000 persons met at the City Grounds, Bradford, 
anchester, to witness a match between John Meadowcroft, of Radcliff, and 
Oseph Acton, of Hurst, near Ashton, to wrestle the best of three back falls, 
ancashire fashion, catch as catch can, for £100 a side, which sum was duly 
Posted in the hands of Mr. Holden, of the White Lion, Long Millgate, Man- 
chester—Mr. George Piers officiating as referee. The articles stated that 
Neither man was to be rubbed with any resin, greasy or other pernicious drugs, 
to wrestle in stocking feet, and no foul act to be resorted to. 
John Meadowcroft first saw the light on the 28rd of April, 1838, at Radcliff; 
Consequently he is now over twenty-four years of age. He first defeated 
Teck, of Bury, for £15 a side; was next beat by Robin Clough, of Hollinwood, 
for £30 aside; defeated Mack, of Birtle, for £25 a side; won the champion

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PROPHETS AND THEIR PREDICTIONS. 


THERE are some Reople who find it equally as hard to bear success as to combat 
against the depression of failaré. We find this to bé particularly the case with more 
than one or two of the metropolitan sporting prophets ; and the “crowing " in 
which they indulge, when they happen occasionally to hit the right nail on the 
head, is not only amusing, but indicative of ex: éedingly bad tasté—unworthy, 
too, the dignity of writers accustomed to sucté ss, and often leading them into 
acts of injustice towards their brothér labourers, They wish, too often, to be 
considered exclusive in their sélection’, when, nt the same time, it is palpable 
to a discerning and interested public, that other vaticinators havé been équally 
as fortunate in “spotting” the same winners; and, moreover,\when they ven- 
ture to make excuses for their own failures, they ungénerously and dishonestly 
make assertions that “no one ever dreamt of such an unexpected result,” 
“the winner was never backed for a shilling by the stable,” and such like 
stereotyped excuses, when it is notorious that the issue of the very race referred 
to was foresbadowed by contemporary writers, both in town and country. 

We have been led into these remarks, quite contrary to our general principle, 
by the incessant and ridiculous admixture of boasting and wailing of certain 
contributors of sporting articles to the London press. It {8 scarcely a fortnight 
ago that one of the most assiduous of these gentlemét was particularly 
auxious to impréss upon thé public mind that he was the only one who had 
foretold the suctéss of the Marquis for the Leger 5 and this week, after select- 
ing four horses (three out of which quartette neévet canie to the post) for the 
Great Eastern Railway Handicap, he imprudéntly and falsely asserts that no 
one ever fancied Biondella for the race! Thesé ure but two of a Jong series 
of gratuitous untruths; and we should not have taken any notice of them but 
for the arrogant and confident manner in which they are advanced. 

Had we been inclined, throughout the present campaign, to have alluded to 
our weekly successés and comparéd them ina, tabular form with those of our 
contemporaries (daily, bi-weekly, and weekly), we should certainly have left 
the majority of them astern; but we have not descended to offend the public 
or injure our brethren of the ilk by parading the success of our anticipations. 
On the contrary, we have left out predictions to speak for themselves—to be 
weighed in the balance by a myriad of impartial readers. 

W6 now merely alludé to our triumphs, with a view to remind the egotis- 
tical, self-sufficient prophet we more particulfrly refer to that we accomplished

We gave her on the public form 
exhibited at Northampton, the knowledge that the mare was not only an ex- 
ceedingly fast oné, but doing jrell'4t home, and was the property of a gentle- 
man who would run her aah “her ‘merits, irrespective of counter stable 
interests. At the time Wwe selected hér SHE Was at 50 tol! But Biondella is 
not the only good outsider we have “spotted” this season. We have had 
many such; and those of our téaders who have followed up our predictions 
have been rewarded by “ golden hatils.” A horse at a long shot is always a 
greater triumph and reniuneration than a favourite at a short price, or upon 
whom vou have to risk odds, This our ever-increasing friends have found out 
to their benefit. 

We lave no ambition to be egotistical, but on an occasion like tho present’ 
when. there is Bi evident desire to aggrandise to the detriment of others, our- 
selves included, we may he excused for departing as aboye from our general 
rule ; and for adding, in gonclusion, that neither is Biondella the only winner 
we haye had at Newmarket thisweek.

London to Manchester on the Bee Hive and Reindeer; Warwickshire 
Hunt coach to Warwick; several years on that favourite coach, the Nonpareil, 
between Devonport and Bristol. His last coach was the Engineer, running 
between Aberystwith and Oswestry, which he continued with until the 
rail ran it off the road. As @ performer on the key bugle those who 
have heard him can form their own, opinion ; his performantes were the de- 
light of all. who went journeys with him in the old coaching days, when he was 
in his prime, Goodwin was better known under the cognomen of “ Happy 
Jack,” which was applied to him in-consequence of his daghing, jolly disposi- 
tion, and desire to amuse.

MiLES’S MATCH AGAINST TIME. 


On Mouday last James Miles, of Brixton, renewed his attempt to walk 
twenty-one miles in three consecutive hours. Mr. John Garratt’s excellent 
enclosure at Wandsworth was again the point of rendezvous, and Mr. William 
Price, the popular Hackney Wick M.C., laid the odds with Mr. B. Wale, a 
well-known bookmaker and backer of Miles, of £50 to £25 on Time, the 
articles being entered into on the 29th August. It will be recollected that on 
the 11th of that month the Brixton youth essayed to accomplish the task for 
an even bet of £50, but fell from sheer exhaustion at the commencement of 
the seventeenth mile, after walking for 2h 22}min. Still, he was determined 
not to continue in the category of Old Smith and Bill Spooner failures, but to 
Tival the accomplished Charley Westhall himself, for the latter is the only ‘* ped” 
who has ever performed the feat, and that on a turnpike road between New- 
market and Cambridge, on the 18th of February, 1857, with some fifty-nine 
seconds to spare. Ailing health and lack of condition were urged in extenua- 
tion for Miles’s defeat on the occasion above alluded to, and a month was allowed 
him to get himself ‘all right” for a renewal of the arduous undertaking. He 
immediately quartered himself at Mr. Garratt’s, and was to be daily seen at 
the ‘Old Cope” assiduously training for the match, and so well did he im- 
prove, become so buoyant in spirits, free in action, blooming in health, and 
muscular in condition, that he not only felt confidence within himself as to the 
result of the leviathan attempt, but gave heart to those of his numerous 
patrons who at one time were dubious of his” ability to successfully 
compass the work. He had both health and _ strength, condition, 
youth, speed, great endurance, fine _ Style, wonderful stride, and a lion 
nerve in his favour; and every.attention had been paid by Mr. Garratt, the 
respected proprietor of the grounds, to the state of the inclosure. Alas! when 
Miles found that he had almost got the cup to his lip on Sunday and Monday 
last, he was threatened to have it dashed from him. Rain fell pitilessly on 
both those days, and the greatest fears were entertained that the ground 
would become heavy, and so tell fearfully against the little hero. The Brixton 
youth, however, did not despond; the “ white feather” and he were strangers ; 
his heart was large, his courage unabating, and his ambition increasing. The 
eventful morning at length arrived—cold, wet, and gloomy, with not the sem- 
blance of a hope of the clouds exhibiting a silver lining for many, many weary 
hours. Momentarily disappointed, it is true, was the hero of the day, but he 
never lost his spirits. He husbanded all inward resources for the attainment 
of fame; his gameness and aspirations would not allow him to descend to 
forebodings. As the day grew older there was no appearance of a “ compro- 
mise” in the weather—down, down came the aqueous distillations. Three 
o'clock in the afternoon was the hour appointed for the event to come off; and, 
despite the wretchedly uninviting state of the atmosphere, hundreds of well- 
known sporting men wended their way to the trysting spot. On our arrival at 
‘*the Cope” we were surprised to find the ground there in such excellet 
order, considering the quantity of rain that had fallen during the three days,

At exactly forty seconds past 
three, the pistol was fired, and away bounded the fine little fellow on his mis- 
sion against “the scythe-bearer,” having to “lap” eighty-four times, less 
seventy yards, ere the twenty-one miles were paced over. His fine style of 
walking, his wonderful stride, and his freedom of exertion, at once became 
the theme of commentation; and more warm became the admiration as the 
gallant youth got settled to his work, and exhibited extraordinary speed. Even 
Charley Westhall, the manly, courageous, and renowned, was in ecstacies with 
his would-be rival to distinction ; but we will not say that there was a passing 
feeling of jealousy in the beating breast of the ex-champion pedestrian. But 
with all the beautiful walking of Miles, and his unbending nerve, his backers 
were fearful of investing too much money upon him; and his opponents were 
so shaken in their confidence tha! they would not venture to offer longer odds 
than 5 to 2 on old Father Time, as the first mile was being done. Miles 
covered that in 7min 45sec, and doubled the distance in 15min 53sec, going 
well within himself, and Young Smith acting as his aide-de-camp. Onward the 
Brixtonite sped in gallant style, occasionally increasing his pace a little, and 
seven miles were figured at 57min 5 sec, and fourteen at 1h 57min 20sec... The 
work had been done most magnificently up to this time, but the ground, which 
had become somewhat ‘‘ greasy,” now began to tell visibly upon him. His step 


CANTERBURY.—DEERFOOT v. TIME. 


On Monday Deerfoot was advertised to appear at Canterbury in a twelve- 
mile handicap race, in which he was to perform the distance of 11 miles 248 
yds within the hour—George Martin, on his behalf, having taken a bet of £20 
to £10 that the task would be accomplished. The result will be found below. 
In addition to the attraction surrounding the above event there were several 
other races provided to eke out a day’s sports, and “on paper”’ the affair 
certainly presented a brilliant aspect; but anything more completely wretched 
than the actual thing could neyer be imagined. “Fertile Kent ” isa very 
delightful county, but, in common with all other counties, its aspect in a steady 
day's rain is none of the most brilliant; and on Monday the picture presented 
Was not at all to our liking. Thirty hours’ rain had played old Harry with the 
prospect. The fine cricket ground was reduced to a quagmire, and every step 
over its verdant carpeting produced a delightful “quashing” sound, which, 
although pleasing to the ear, was strikingly suggestive of ruined boots and 
colds in the heads. Poor Mr. George Martin's flags did not float proudly on 
the breeze, or flutter gently on the baimy wind; but on the contrary, presented 
the appearance of so many brilliantly-plumed but soaking wet barn-door 
cocks cn the wrong side of the door, distressed in mind, feeble in motion, and 
seeking shelter where shelter was not to be found. There were several canvas 
tents about the ground—nice, cool things on a bright sunny day, but out of 
place in the rain and wind. These were freely resorted to by the sight-seers, 
who ran in and out with an indecision which pointed to the struggle that was 
going on in their minds as to the advisability of having their full sixpenny- 
worth, and the effects of exposure to the unpropitious elements.

Brighton had had 
quite sufficient‘of the fun at the endof three miles, when he made a sudden bolt 
under the ropes and into his pavilion, after being left some fifty or sixty yards 
behind Deerfoot. Mower came to grief at the end of four miles, and disap- 
peared after having got hopelessly out of the race. It is due to him to say 
that he was entirely out of condition, and did not mean running for either 
honours or profit. The only change ir the positions of the four left in the race 
occurred at the end of the seventh mile, when Deerfoot passed Newman, 
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was not quite so lithe as it was; he faltered now and then, butseemed again 
to shake it off, fighting bravely against all depressing influence. Still, there 
were unmistakable signs of his strengthand speed being severely taxed; and 
as he had only 1h 2min and 40sec to do the last seven miles in, the odds 
against him soon increased to 5 and 6 to 1. Yet, so gallantly had Miles per- 
formed that his backers, singular to say, were even more favourable in their 
opinion as to the result than at the commencement of the task. After the 
fifteenth mile his speed was too evident on the decline ; and manifestations of 
distress usurped the place of cheerfulness. Resolutely, though, the athlete 
faced his labours, and his*sixteenth mile was done in 2h 15min 18see. After 
the few next minutes’ work, Miles seemed to be newly inspired, for, remarkably 
enough, he appeared to have regained his elasticity of action and beauty of 
style, which gave his friends fresh heart; and that was increased by the con- 
tinued excellency of the speed, and the endurance he eyineed in the eighteenth 
and nineteenth miles, the latter distance being accomplished in 2h 42min 27sec; 
so that Miles had still 17min 33sec to walk the final two miles in, which was a 
clear minute and a half more than the first two miles occupied him. Smith 
and Mason now sprinkled him with water, and he layed to his wok with 
unabated ardour amidst intense excitement, for, though the backers of Time 
were still easy as to the issue, there were many on the ground who thought it 
within the pale of probability that if the plucky hero could but continue his 
then exertions he would achieve the object of his ambition. ‘The twentieth 
mile was over in 2h 51min 45sec, leaving him 8min 15sec for the last mile. On 
came Miles, and in the last lap,as he was cheered vociferously by the admir- 
ing crowd, he made a terrific burst, but, alas, when within a score yards or so 
of the goal his hopes were floored by the official cry of “ Time’s up,” for the 
hoary-headed veteran had beaten him; for by the time the stripling had passed 
the mark a few seconds over the three hours had been “ worked.” The follow-
